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SCHOOL REPORT, 


Fellow Citizens: The School Committee of the town of 
Orford, herewith presents to you his report of the schools for 
the present year. ‘The several topics of my report I have ar- 
ranged under the following heads : 


I. CONDITIONS OF SCHOOLS. 

2. DIFFERENT STUDIES TAUGHT. 
3. QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS. 
4. GENERAL REMARKS. 


Very little difficulty has occurred in the schools during the 
year, and but few complaints have been made in regard to the 
different teachers. ‘The result has been a progress in the 
right direction in the course of common school education. 
Teachers have shown a commendable zeal in the discharge 
of their duties, and have taken pride in teaching good schools. 

In all our schools I have endeavored to impress upon 
teachers and scholars that it is better to learn a few things 
well, than by attempting too much to fail of learning anything 
accurately. 

Some particulars relative to the different districts I will 
specify. The school in No. 4 is more advanced than any 
other in town. No. 2 is divided into two departments, the 
older scholars in one room, the younger in another, requiring 
two teachers whose labors are distinct. This arrangement of 
pupils into classes according to their attainments has gener- 
ally elsewhere received favor and approbation. ‘This system 
presents many advantages over that which admits into the 
same school pupils of different attainments. The classes are 
fewer and larger, the teacher has more time to illustrate, and 
make interesting whatever he teaches. Little did our fathers 
of an earlier day, say even of twenty-five years ago, dream 
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that the large and spirited schools of that day would dwindle 
down to the insignificant numbers of the present time. The 
intelligence and disinterestedness of our citizens ought to di- 
cide the question of retaining the present number of school 
districts, or concentrating them so that the school moneys 
need not be divided into more parcels than the public good 
requires. In the present need of a school house, and unset- 
tled condition of school affairs in No. 6, I can see no good 
reason why a portion of the scholars were absented from the 
services of the teacher during the winter. term. 


2. Different studies taught. I will notice two or three 
correct examples of teaching. Spelling exercises have varied 
in value, and interest to the scholars in ‘the different forms 
taught. The most successful results noticed were where the 
scholars were taught to pronounce the word before spelling 
it, to pronounce each syllable as is spelt, and the previous 
part of the word, and lastly the whole word. ‘The first requi- 
site in good reading is a clear and distinct articulation. ‘The 
reading lesson should be studied as regularly as other lessons 
mistakes in the use of the marks of punctuation in emphasis, 
inflection or other respects the teacher should make the prop- 
er correction, then require the pupil to read the sentence a- 
gain, and notice the correction. | In the study of geography 
in addition to the text book, the pupils should practice map- 
drawing. In this way they can get a correct idea of the sit- 
uation of the different places, the dlrection of rivers and 
ranges of mountains, the form and size of countries. This 
method was best taught in the primary school in the Village 
district. | 

3. Qualifications of Teachers. The teachers task is not 
a light one. His school is composed of scholars differing in 
training, in disposition and capacity. These must all pursue 
the same course of study. They have been trained at home 
under different influences. Some have been taught obedience, 
others have not had wholesome restraint. No wonder that 
teachers sometimes fail. But to avoid this they need the co- 
operation of parents, thus giving character to their schools. 
Again, teachers owe it to themselves to become masters of 
their profession, nor should they engage in this calling if con- . 
tent to be poor teachers. Morals and manners are of great 
importance, other thinge being equal, our schools will flourish 
in proportion as they are free from what is low and. degrad-~ 
ing. Let our teachers give more attention to this subject. 
The interests of the school require it. 
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4. General remarks. The change in text books during 
the year has been Sargent’s Readers, for the American Edu- 
cational Series. These are standard books and give satiafac- 
tion alike to teachers and scholars. In the-~statistical. table 
appended, noiice that the number of scholars between the 
ages of five and fifteen years of age is 152. In looking back 
in 1881 the number was i60, in 1880, 176, we will go back 
no further, the decrease in these years is 24 scholars. We 
hope this deficiency of members wi!l exist but for a limited 
period. No. 4 credits the largest number of visitors 
during the year, in all 74 visits. The roll of honor numbers 
81 scholars. The buildings used for our schools during the 
year have been well cared for, except the public building in 
the Village, which has been somewhat-defaced. We trust ere 
this the guilty members of the larger department have atoned 
for damages incurred. Teachers and scholars should be re- 
sponsible for decorum, alike in the school room and in the 
limits of our school houses.
